It’s been especially bad 
for the young this year

This flu season was particularly hard on relatively 
young patients across the U.S., the Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Prevention announced Thursday 
The CDC’s early estimates fulfill the predictions 
by public health experts who said this season’s re- 
emergence of the HiNi flu strain— responsible for a 
2009 pandemic— would target younger patients the 
same way it did several years ago. 

Patients between the ages of 18 and 64 years old 
represented more than 60 percent of all hospitaliza- 
tions from influenza. This is more than the previous 
three flu seasons, the CDC said, when the age group 
composed roughly 35 percent of hospitalized patients. 

Plus, patients who were 25 years to 64 years old 
have accounted for about 60 percent of flu deaths 


this season, the CDC said. That’s compared to 
18 percent, 30 percent and 47 percent for the three 
previous seasons. 

“Younger people may feel that influenza is not a 
threat to them, but this season underscores that flu 
can be a serious disease for anyone,” said Dr. Tom 
Frieden, the CDC’s director, in a statement. 

The government agency’s findings were pub- 
lished in its Morbidity and Mortality Weekly Re- 
port and addressed today in a conference call with 
federal health officials. 

The H1N1 virus accounted for 98 percent of 
influenza viruses detected, the weekly re- 
port said. The H1N1 subtype has sick- 
ened patients since its emergence, 
but the CDC said this season 
was the first time the virus has 
been predominant in the U.S. 
since the pandemic.

A federal appeals court has breathed new 
life into Michael Jordan’s legal battle with 
Jewel-Osco over a congratulatory ad it ran 
when he was inducted into the Basketball 
Hall of Fame in 2009. 

The ad, which appeared in a Sports Il- 
lustrated issue commemorating Jordan’s 
induction, featured a pair of basketball 
shoes with the number 23 on them below 
the words “Jewel-Osco salutes #23 on his 
many accomplishments as we honor a fel- 
low Chicagoan who was ‘just around the 
corner’ for so many years.” 

Also displayed in the ad were the Jewel- 
Osco logo and the grocery chain’s slogan, 
“Good things are just around the corner.” 

After the ad ran, Jordan filed a $5 mil- 
lion lawsuit against Jewel. He also sued 
Dominick’s, which also ran a congratula- 
tory ad in the issue, calling Jordan “a cut 
above” near a coupon for steak. 

In 2012, a federal judge found that the 
Jewel ad was “noncommercial speech” 
protected by the First Amendment. 

But a 7th Circuit appeals court reversed 
that ruling Wednesday allowing the case 
tci move forward.

EU seeks Ukraine peace 
after death toll hits 75 


European Union ministers sought to broker 
a political settlement in Ukraine after gun 
battles between police and anti-government 
protesters brought the death toll to 75 in two 
days of the worst violence in the country since 
Soviet times. 

Three hours of fierce fighting in Kiev’s In- 
dependence Square, which was recaptured by 
the protesters, left the bodies of over 20 civil- 
ians strewn on the ground, a short distance 
from where President Viktor Yanukovych was 
meeting the EU delegation. 

The ministers, from Germany France and 
Poland, embarked on “a night of difficult ne- 
gotiations” with Yanukovych and the opposi- 
tion, said EU officials who hoped a plan for an 
interim government and early elections could 
bring peace. 

France’s foreign minister said there was 
still no agreement over a proposed road map 
to ease the crisis, which erupted in Novem- 
ber after Yanukovych abandoned a proposed 


trade deal with the European Union and 
turned instead towards Moscow 

“There is no agreement for now, the nego- 
tiations are very difficult and we are working 
to reach a peaceful solution,” France’s Laurent 
Fabius told reporters. 

The three ministers, who extended their 
stay in Kiev until Friday have been negotiat- 
ing with the government and opposition since 
Thursday morning. 

Earlier in the day riot police were captured 
on video shooting from a rooftop at demon- 
strators in the central plaza, known as the 
Maidan. Protesters hurled petrol bombs and 
paving stones to drive the security forces off 
a corner of the square the police had captured 
in battles that began two days earlier. 

The health ministry said 75 people had been 
killed since Tuesday afternoon, which meant at 
least 47 died in Thursday’s clashes. That was by 
far the worst violence since Ukraine emerged 
from the crumbling Soviet Union 22 years ago.

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Ice cross downhill 
has legs— now it 
needs momentum

Four skaters line up next to each 
other. Once the gates open, it’s a 
slippery free-for-all. 

The skaters race down the 45-de- 
gree start ramp, trying to find an 
edge. They hustle up hills and swing 
around banked turns. Drops and big- 
air jumps invade their path, yet they 
still jockey for position. Some wipe 
out, while others reach speeds of 
40 mph along the 430 -meter course. 

Welcome to Red Bull Crashed Ice, 
aka the Ice Cross Downhill World 
Championship. Athletes from all 


over the world, including two from 
the Chicago area, will gather in 
St. Paul, Minn., this week to compete 
in one leg of the sport, which com- 
bines hockey and downhill skiing. 

If you’ve seen snowboard or ski 
cross at the Sochi Olympics, that 
will paint a good picture of what this 
combination of hockey and downhill 
skiing is about. Now imagine that on 
ice, with skaters in full hockey gear, 
and you’re on the right track. 

“Within 10 years I think it will be 
an Olympic event,” Logan Square 
resident Pete Majkozak said. “These 
are topnotch guys, world-class ath- 
letes.” 

Majkozak, 27, will compete in the 
St. Paul Crashed Ice race for the sec- 


ond straight year. Also in the mix is 
27-year-old Christian Grunnah of 
Evanston, competing for the first 
time. 

Majkozak played hockey at Iowa 
State and later overseas. He cur- 
rently plays in a recreational league 
when he isn’t at his day job at Coyote 
Logistics. 

Grunnah went to college to play 
hockey but ended up spending more 
time in theater. Ayear and a half ago, 
he moved to Evanston with his wife 
and now coaches three hockey teams 
while auditioning for commercials. 

Both athletes gave RedEye a 
glimpse of what makes ice cross 
downhill a potential game-changer.

There are dangers in ice cross downhill, but 
Grunnah isn’t worried about those. Instead, he 
thrives on the rush. 

“It’s exciting,” he said. “My dad also was a race 
car driver and I drove race cars myself. We’re 
adrenaline junkies. I skied as a kid when I lived in 
Colorado for a time. I was one of those kids that 
tried stuff. ... I always wanted to go fast.”

Thanks to author 
Pliny the Younger, 
there actually exists 
a first-hand account 
of Mount Vesu- 
vius’ catastrophic, 
Pompeii-destroying 
eruption in A.D. 79. 
Because it comes 
from the director of 
“Resident Evil” and 
shouldn’t be a top pri- 
ority for people who 
care about “facts,” 
“Pompeii” opens 
not by citing a vivid, 
haunting description, 
but with Pliny noting audible shrieks and 
shouts during the mayhem. Since we other- 
wise would’ve assumed people would treat 
deadly flying boulders of fire with a whisper 
and a shrug. 

Then the film captures a specific event in 
world history by fashioning it into a generic, 
revenge-focused blend of “Gladiator” and 
“Titanic.” Mistakenly thinking only his 
muscles need to deliver some muscle, a dull 
Kit Harington (“Game ofThrones”) plays 
a man who as a child witnessed his parents’ 
slaughter as Romans razed his entire Celtic 
village. Now people know him only as Celt, 
a surprise since this warrior so clearly wants 
people to call him Abs McGee. 

A horse whisperer with impressively 
well-kept facial hair, Celt catches the eye 
of Cassia (Emily Browning), daughter of

official Pompeii fundraising chair Severus 
(fared Harris of “Mad Men”). This bugs Ro- 
man senator Corvus (Kiefer Sutherland, not 
remotely intimidating), a big fan of shout- 
ing, “Kill them! Kill them all!” as he totally 
saw her first. Sadly among these traditional 
names there’s no one called Tedious, who 
would best understand the DOA drama of all 
this petty jealousy and puppy love. 

There’s also no continuity in the accents 
or anything but English spoken, which seems 
about as precise as shooting much of the film 
in Toronto. The bloodless sword fights, most- 
ly of the clang-grunt-slash variety are blandly 
staged and terribly shot. Half the time you 
can’t see what’s going on, and the other half 
you wish you couldn’t. Every so often we see 
bubbling lava or hear the mountain rumbling 
—just in case anyone wonders whether the 
thing will actually explode. 

A mind-blowing finale might have 
redeemed all that (speaking of “Titanic”), 
but the briefly impressive main event in 
“Pompeii” mostly inspires, “Wow, that really 
looks like special effects.” And while I realize 
“Those who are about to die salute you” (also 
incorporated in “Gladiator”) comes from a 
real Latin phrase, “Pompeii” tweaking it to, 
“For those of us about to die, we salute you!” 
just reminded me of “For Those About to 
Rock (We Salute You),” a classic by the inter- 
national conquerors of ACus/DCus.

A crash course on

slow down so the music could settle and the 
anecdotes could breathe. 

That said, a high quantity of revolution- 
ary people and concerts is a good problem 
in a documentary about barrier-busting 
musicians. Director/co-writer Judy Chaikin 
speaks to many of these women, including 
members of late-^os/early-’qos ensemble 
the International Sweethearts of Rhythm 
and their “trumpetiste” Clora Bryant. 
Countless snippets of archival footage in- 
clude shameful examples of sexism including 
a letter to the editor that female musicians 
“should stick to their ironing” and a TV host 
introducing Chicago native Ina Ray Hutton 
as “that pretty little spitfire of syncopation.”

Imaginary video stores are filled with 
shelves and shelves of characters’ brilliant, 
dastardly plans that ultimately go awry, and 
writer-director Charlie Stratton (adapting 
Emile Zola’s 1867 novel “Therese Raquin”) 
overdoes his efforts to depict numerous 
kinds of drowning. While Olsen’s face re- 
veals her character’s rising guilt (which isn’t 
exactly a turn-on), Isaac at times struggles to 
stay in the moment— and the film’s already 
playing loose and fast with reality, with noth- 
ing but English being spoken in 19th century 
France.

He’s like, “It’s all part of the game.” I get 
it. It’s cool. The movie, which involves ... 
smoking, drugs and alcohol, has been an 
interesting learning experience for me. 


You also just worked with Tommy Lee Jones, 
who not only stars in but also directs “The 
Homesman.” 

That is a period piece. I don’t know if it is 
sort of classified as a Western, but I play a 
very, very small part in it. I will say I don’t 
think I have ever been more nervous in my 
life as I was when I was doing one scene 
with Tommy Lee Jones. I had, like, three 
lines and they wouldn’t come out of my 
mouth. I get nervous about pretty much 
everything. 

Really? Even when you were just 14 and 
going through the Academy Awards three 
years ago, you seemed unflappable. 

The thing I find as I get older that I think, 
maybe, I get more nervous because I have 
become aware of what is actually happening. 
When I was 13 and shooting “True Grit” and 
when I was at the Oscars, I had no idea what I 
was getting myself into. It took me a very long 
time to realize just how incredibly special that 
entire time in my life was.
